Coudert Says It Is 
Not Foreign. 


California Made to Serve 
As an Example. 
Territory is Domestic When 

Treaty is Ratified. — 


The Solicitor-General Claims 
the Newly-acquired Island 
is a “Possession.”

ASHINGTON,. Jan. 9.—Upon the 
reconvening cf the United States 
Supreme Court today, F R. Cqu- 

dert resumed his argument in the Porto 

Rican cases, continuing his con ention 

that Porto Rico is net a foreign tcrri- 

tory, and hence it is competent for 
government authorities to levy and col- 
lect duties upon articles imported from 

Porto Rico to New York. 

Before taking up the t>read of his 
argument, Coudert undertcck to re- 
spond to a questicn propounded to him 
yesterday by Justice Brown as to 
whether a country can c:ase to be a 
foreign country and yet not be a part 
of the United States—whether there is 
an intermediate condition. Coudert ex- 
pressed the opinion that such a condi- 
tion might exist temporarily. and he 
added that the Supreme Court had rec- 
ognized it in dealing with Tampico in 
the case of Fleming vs. Page, and in 
dealing with California in the case of 
Cross vs. Harrison before the acquist- 
tion of California by the United States 
was contemplated. Coudert contended 
that in a case of acquisition, the divid- 
ing line is passed when a treaty of ac- 
quisition is signed and ratified. 

“When,” he said, “we sanction acqul- 
sition by the ratification of a treaty. We 
thus signalize our control of and sov- 
ereignty over such territory.” 

This. he asserted. had been done in

EW YORK, Jan. 
Dispateh.] Tho Herad's Vienha 
correspan dent cables: 

“The announecment that the 
United States has proposed the ap- 
pointment of an international commis- 
sion for the settlement of the indom- 
nity question and revicicn of the com- 
~rercial treaties with Chine, has cause! 
a great sensation here. I at once took 
measures to inform myself as to th 
views of the Austrian Foreign Office. 
The opinion there is that the propoeel 
of the United States has little chance 
of obtaining the approval of the pow- 
ers. 

“The information given to me by the 
Foreign Office reg rding its attitud> 
toward the proposals of te United 
States was conveyed to me in very 
guarded lanzuage. I heave, however, 
since received from a private source 
information that to other journalists 
the Foreign Office expressed tself in a 
much sharper tone regarding the Amer- 
ican proposals, This second version of 
the views of the government is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Europen powers are resolutely 
decided to refuse the proposal of the 
United States. A considerable amount 


: ot irritation has been caused by the al- 
}lezed dilatory tactics of America. 


“The finale of this second version 


clusion that the powers will finally be 


forced to seriously consider if they 
should not make representations to the 
United States and call upon her either 
to respect her signature and assist in 
the conclusion of peace, or leave the 
concert of the powers. 

“Recent delays in the conclusion of 
peace are described as being’ entirely 
the fault of the United States. By her 
action she has only encouraged the 
dilatory tactics of China. The latter. 
however, ought to see that they do not 
require America as a protector, as this 
role is already played by Russia. This 
second version is not, however, without 
its conciliatory points. It closes with 
the statement that the outlines of at 
least a scheme for the revision of the 
commercial treaties must be settled 
in Peking. 

“The official view does not, however, 
obtain approval in political § circles 
here, which declare that the new plan 
is indefensible, and the impression is 
gradually gaining ground that further 
negotiations in Peking will be a com- 
plete frost.” 

GERMANY MUM ALREADY. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P. 

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Germany is not yet 
willing to define her position with 
reference to Secretary Hay's proposal 
to transfer the Peking negotiations to 
Washington, according to a statement 
made by a high Forei Office official 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press, because an excnange of views 
in the Cabinet on the subject is now 
proceeding. 

The German Foreign Office, however, 
believes Mr. Conger's view of the at- 
titude of the Empress Dowager is cor- 
rect, and that the position of the Chi- 
nese court at Sianfu is growing more 
and more untenable, rendering it proh- 
able that the powers will soon esuc- 
ceed in persuading the imperial per- 
sonages to return to Peking.

NDIAN ROW 
AT SITKA. 


Captain Baranoff Slain by 

Hostile Natives— 
Deserters. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 9.— 
(Exclusive Dispatch. ] The In- 
dian trouble at Sitka, which 
was settled by arbitration, the 
‘middle of last month, has 
broken out anew, according to 
advicés brought this after- 
noon by the steamer Dirigo. 
Capt. Baranoff, an old settler, 
was assassinated in a boat by 
the Indians, the afternoon of. 
December 31. At first it was 
thought that the shooting 
was accidental, but a short 
time before the Dirigo sailed, 
a boy came forward and con- 
feseed that he had seen two 
Indians steal along the beach 
and shoot the old man down. 
The scene of the shooting 
was in the bay below the 
town,and when the steamer 
left men had gone after the 
body. Reports are slightly 
mixed as to whether the body 
was recovered. One has it 
that Baranoff fell into the 
water and sank after being 
killed, while another says that 
the body was found in the 
boat with his own gun at hia 
side. 

Baranoff was 76 years old 
and one of the oldest settlers 
of Sitka. According to gos- 
sip at Sitka, the shooting was 
part of the old troubles.which 
have kept the people of Sitka 
stirred up more or less fre- 
quently for years. 

Several marines, who dis- 
_ guised themselves in citizens’ 
clothes and attempted to re- 
turn to Seattle on the Dirigo, 
were captured and returned

| ASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch] Some rather sensa- 

tional news came out before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
today at the hearing given by that 
committee to the California Congres- 
sional delegation on the Jamaican reci- 
procity treaty. It appeared that Ja- 
maica is doing nothing less than trying 
to bunco the United Statés, and that 
she came somewhere near succeeding 
at it. ‘ 

When this Jamaican treaty wat 
drawn up, some two years ago, there 
was in existence a Jamaican 
upon which it was based, so far as 
concessions made to maica to the 
United States were conderned. That fs, 
Jamaica gave this country in this 
treaty certain numerous reductions in 
tariffs charged upon American prod- 
ucts carried inte Jamaica. That tarif® 
was the Jamaican tariff of 1298. 

It appears that after the treaty had 
been drawn up, signed by England for

“Tempest,” Browning’s “Caliban Up- 
on Setebos.”’ 


PROPOSE in this paper to com- 
pare Shakespeare's and Browning's 
treatment of the savage Caliban, in 
order to show the progress made in 
three centuries in the dramatic t:eat- 
ment of life. At first thought the com- 
seems unfair since in one case 
Caliban is subordinated to the con- 
duct of a complicated play, while in 
the other case he seems to occupy the 
stage alone. But it will appear from a

When it thundered 
he groveled in fear of Setebos. He 
slaved for Prospero when compelled by 
aches and pains.. He was rebeilious 
when the opportunity came fo get a 
better master. He realized the signifi- 
cance of punishment and could repent 
of wrongdoing. Within the compass 
of his savage nature he was not alto- 
gether unpoetical, and compares well 
with the degraded Stephano and the 
foolish Trinculo. Although a brute, he 
approximates the attributes of a man. 
I suppose that Shakespeare had merely 
a dramatic interest in this brute-man 
The conception of such a one would 
naturally arise with the -idea of a 
desert island. From the play we catch 
echoes of travelers’ fales of the islands 
of the sea and their savage inhabitants. 
Among contemporary publications were 
the histories of Sir Walter Raleigh ani 
Richard Haklupt, Purchass’s Fiigri- 
mage and Richard Eden's account of 
the voyage of Magellan in the south 
seas. facts about savage races 
were just then becoming known to the 
English people. For the first time the 
poet with his world-wide curiosity 
could set forth upon the stage the low- 
est type of man. For the first time, 
indeed, he could picture the variety of 
the human kind; Ariel belonging to the 
land of faery, a spirit of the air; Call, 
ban, in far contrast the basest repre- 
sentative of the earth, a brute emerg- 
ing from the mud. It was doubti¢ss 
Shakespeare's motive to give both 
types a pleace and meaning in his play 
of enchantment. I would not deny that 
he had a certain scientific motive in 
showing the mors his idea of an evo- 
lutionary gr@evth inter between 
brute and man. 

Now Browning's Caliban is the 
picturesque slave of 
something more. Without losing *ny- 
thing of objective force, Browning de- 
lineates the savage subjectively. 
Sprawling in the cool slush ef his cave 
and surrounded by the abundant Ife 


ot summer, Caliban looks out over the 


where sunbeams cross and re- 
cross till they weave a spider's web of 
fire, and longs for the solution of a 
mystery—no longer the mere siave of 
a master, but in a natural and inde- 
pendent way, questioning in regard to 
the existence and nature of Setebos, 
whom his dam calls God. His thoughts 
are busy with the problems of evil and 
pain. Setebos, he thinks, rules and 
vexes man in spite and sport. Above 
Setebos is the Quiet, which the lower 
god apes, and unable to reach the 
others happy life, takes his solace in 
make-believes. In the Tempest“ we 
saw the Caliban form; here we bee 
more of the Caliban soul. 

The difference in the two pocts’ por- 
trayal of the savage nature measures 
the growth of three centuries. The ren- 
aissance of the sixteenth century was 
largely physical; that of the nineteenth 
century has been spiritua!. Whereas 
Shakespeare might present life in its 
outward manifestation, Browning is n- 
abled to show man thinking, feeling 
and struggling for spiritual ains. 
Browning's work, in short, is sed 
upon a deeper prychology. In other 
respects of science Browning represents 
an immense advance. He had at his 
service the new sciences of anthro- 
pology and folklore. He was able to 
appropriate the modern truth of evolu- 
For it is now known that both 
life and thought are evolutions from 
lower forms. As life has assumed in 
series ever higher and higher embodi- 
ment, so history, institutions, consti- 
tutions and customs are the result of 
ideas which have been developing from 
the beginning of human experience. 
Life and belief are both vital processes. 
Development by natural and artificial 
selection of the fittest organism and 
the fittest belief is the modern formula 
of life and opinion. The Caliban of the 
sixteenth century gains Infinitely in 
meaning when his kind are seen to be 
the progenitors of the human forms 
amid which he grovels. No one present 
on that stage—not Prospero or Alonso

He watches Pros- 
pero and imitates his master’s world 
with baubles. e makes a book of 
leaves and writes therein prodigious 
words and symbols, cuts a branch from 
a tree for a wand. wears a 
beast’s skin for an enchanter's robe, 
tames an ounce and says she is Mi- 
randa, keeps for Ariel a crane and for 
a Caliban and slave seizes a sea bird 
which he blinds and lames and in 
the rocks to drud Such childisn con- 
duct indicates of personal 
evolution. 

It ts correct to call Caliban _Drimf- 
tive, but it may now be observed that 
he is in reality quite old in racial his- 
tory. He is free-minded on his own 
part, yet not so liberal as to be free 
from traditions and associations that 
belong to racial life. He has been 
taught of what his dam calls God and 
of this the mother has been taught 
— her and so back for untold gen- 

tions. Already the general tenets 

his belief are formed by tradition. 
Caliban is a moon-wWorshiper, but he 
did not invent moon-worship. That was 
one of his racial traditions. His refer- 
ence to the raven, also, as the spy of 
Setebos, points to his attachment to a 
wide social group. For there is 
tine more extensive in primitive life 
than this fear of the raven, which was 
somehow a sign of deity. Thus asso- 
clated the raven became an object of 
terror—all the early gods being gods of 
fear—and so an image of ill-omen.

Accordi to bis means he is a creative 
artist. e plies turf, proportions the 
structure, decorates it with squares of 
soft white chalk, scratching upon them 
the image of the moon, sets up on the 
piles some spikes of trees and crowns 
the whole with the gleaming skull of a 
sloth. This is done, he says, soiely 3 
the pleasure of the work, the joy of 
creation. 

Not less colaplets, according to his 
evolution, is Callban's moral equip- 
ment. His moral motives are both hate 
and fear. His mother had taught him 
to love Setebos, but as hate is his chief 
experience he can conceive of God only 
as a god of pain. Nevertheless he has 
conceptions of right and wrong. He 
Knows he should be at work for Pros- 
pero, and that it is not right to gibe at 
Setebos. Fear of punishment recalls 
him to himself, and under conviction of 
sin he promises reformation, When the 
storm breaks him and the fierce 
thunder threatens him he seeks to ap- 
pease the an god of the skies by 
promises of loving and fasting and 
praying. 

As a rational being Caliban was 
probably in advance of his time, and 
leads the revolt against current ortho- 
doxy in one point of dispute at least— 
the belief 
mother held the opinion that Setebos 
feasted friends and punished enemies 
in heaven and hell. But Caliban argues 
that pain ends with death. He appears 
thus as a primitive scientist and vases 
his jose gg upon observatoin and ex- 
perience. haa conceived already 
some — of causation. He adtstin- 
guishes between the system of things 
he knows-—the sun and moon, meteors, 
clouds, the winds, the sea and its isi- 
ands, all elements that come within 
the circie of a single influence—and the 
stars that belong in their infinite quiet- 
ude to another rule. Within the sphere 
of his observation his scrutiny is 
keen. He knows the habits of animals 
—how the badger hunts by moonlight, 
how the ple picks into oak-warts for 
worms, how the ants build, how the 
erabs march from the mountains to the 
sea, how little birds hate the jay, 
where she-tortolses lay their eggs, how 
urchins curl up into a littie ball, pre- 
tending death, at his approach, and 
how grubs grow into butterflies, how 
warts rub away and sores are cured 
with slime.

MATTER OF FRANCHISES. 
Several applications for street-rall- 
Way franchises are pending before tne 
City Council. These are mostly ap- 
plications for extensions, or branches, 
of existing lines. If granted by the 
Council—with careful discrimination 
@s between those which are bona 
de and those which are »bviously 
made for purposes of obstruction— 
there can be no doubt that the peo- 
ple at large will be benefited by the 
improved street-railway service which 
will be afforded by the proposed ex- 
tensions. 

The proposition may be stated at 
the outset, without fear of successful 
contradiction, that competition is nec- 
essary if the people of Los Angeles are 
to have the best street-rallway service 
obtainable. It will not do—it is 
Plainly opposed to good policy —to al- 
any one company or individual to 
Secure a monopoly of strect-railway 

_ Privileges in the city. In order that 
the public may obtain just rates and 
efficient service, competition should be 
encouraged. Corporations what are 
able to secure a monoply of privileges 
are apt to become insolent, and un- 

Manageable, as the people of Califor- 
Mia have learned to their sorrow. 
Therefore, the City Council, in consid- 
ering the pending applications for 
franchises, should keep steadily, in 
view the benefits and the desirability 
of wholesome competition. 

The application of the Traction 
Company for certain desirable exten- 
sions of its lines is evidently bona 
fide. The present lines of this com- 
pany are through lines, traversing the 
city from east to west, and from the 
central portion of the city to the 
‘southern limits. The franchises asked 
by the company are for branches 
which are needed for the accommoda- 
tion of the public. The granting of 
these franchises will be a distinct and 
unquestionable public benefit. The 
Traction lines are concededly the 
finest street railroads in Log Angeles, 
giving the best service and having the 

most complete equipment. It is pro- 

* posed by the company that the new 
extensions which it desires to con- 
struct, shall be constructed in the 
same thorough manner as are its main 
lines. This, in itself, is a gparanty 

of permanence and of efficient service. 

It is furthermore stipulated in the 


Traction Company's application that 


after the expiration of five years a cer- 
tain percentage of the gross receipts— 
Which cannot under the law be less 
than 3 per cent.—shall be paid into 
the city treasury. Considering that the 
application is merely for extensions of 
existing lines, this arrangement ap- 
_ pears to be falr and reasonable. The 
 -@ity ought, unquestionably, to receive 
Just compensation for valuable priv- 
fleges granted. It ought not, on the 
other hand, to demand unreasonable 
e prohibitive terms; and a spirit of 
generosity is especially to be com- 
mended and desired in a case like the 
one under consideration, where the in- 
terests of the public will so mani- 
festly be subserved by the granting of 
the franchises asked for. . 
Councilmen should not be too far 
@eceived by the talk that additional 
State legislation is absolutely neces- 
gary before the city can make advan- 
tageous terms with companies seeking 
franchises. Care must be taken lest 
this contention be made an instrument 
for depriving the public of the bene- 
fits which it would derive from the 
proposed railway extensions. It is sus- 
pected that the Southern Pacific in- 
terests, which own most of the street 
railway lines in San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, will make a strong ef- 
fort to dictate State legislation on 
this subject at the present session. of 
the Legislature. The plan of the 
Southern Pacific lobby at Sacramento 
will probably be either to prevent 
any action by the Legislature or to 
secure the enactment of legislation 
which will be virtually prohibitory, as 
regards the granting of further fran- 


¢hises. If southern member« are found | 


— 


voting for the monopolistic measures 
of the octopus, their constituents will 
know that they have been “seen” by 
the lobby sent to Sacramento by the 
railway company. 

It is the plain duty of our City 
Councilmen to serve, first ot all, the 
interests of the people of Los Angeles. 
Under no circumstances should they 
permit themselves to be made the in- 
struments of corporate or individual 


Each and every application for a fran- 
chise should be considered solely on 
its merits, and with due regard for 
the interests of the public at large, 
which should be paramount to all 
other considerations. 

The Traction Company propose, in 
evident good faith, to make certain 
extensions of their service, which are 
needed, and which will greatly benefit 
the public. So far as appears, the 
rival company—dominated by § the 
Southern Pacific—is in the field as an 
obstructionist. Councilmen who are 
actuated by an honest desire to serve 
the best interests of the people of 
Los Angeles will discriminate be- 
tween the respective attitudes of these 
rival corporations. Both are un- 
doubtedly actuated chiefly by self-in- 
terest—which is the mainspring of 
nearly all human action. But the self- 
interest which confers, incidentally, 
great benefits upon the public, is de- 
cidedly to be preferred to the self-in- 
terest which confers no public benefit 
and is the sublimation of selfishness. 


N ENCOURAGING SIGN. 

A dispatch from Manila an- 
nounces that the Filipino in that city 
have of late been “enjoyitig a novel ex- 
perience in the holding of free open 
political meetings. “Most of the ad- 
dresses at these meetings,” it is fur- 
ther stated, “were made by former of- 
ficers of the insurgents, all of whom 
asserted that the best way of securing 
personal liberty is to accept the lib- 
erties guaranteed by the Constitution 
and government of the United States, 
which is what American sovereignty 
stands for.” We are informed that 
“the audiences were greatly inter- 
ested,” and that “a majority of those 
attending the meetings signed the Fed- 
eral party declaration.” 

All of which is an excellent indica- 
tion, tending, as it does, to show that 
the more intelligent of the Filipinos 
are coming to a realization of the sit- 
uation, and are beginning to have 


sibilities which are offered to the peo- 
ple of the island, under the guardian- 
ship and protection of the United 
States. 

“Free open political meetings” must 
indeed be a novel experience to a peo- 
ple who have been held in political 
bondage for four centuries. It will 
be well for them if they are beginning 
to awaken to an understanding of the 
meaning and the significance of lib- 
erty. It is literally true that the best 
way for them to secure personal lib- 
erty is “to accept the liberties guar- 
auteed by the Constitution and gov- 
ernment of the United States, which 
is what Am sovereignty stands 
for.” hey w have recognized 
this pregnant truth long ago if they 
had not been misled by the falsehoods 
of designing men of their own na- 
tionality, and by the even more rep- 
rehensible falsehoods of politicians in 
the United States, who sought to gain 
political advantage by making mer- 
chandise of the honor, the good 
name, and the prestige of their coun- 


The American peo- 
ple have spoken, and in no uncertain 
tone, as to the future of the Philip- 
pines. There is no longer occasion 
for Mr. Bryan and his followers to 
misrepresent and distort the facts of 
the Philippine situation.

Saloon-keepers. of the unscrupu- 
lous type seem to be succeeding well 
in their campaign to bring about a 
state of wide-openness in this town. 
They first got in the thin end of the 
wedge. They did this when they put 
up the job to elect Snyder—and they 
have been playing the part of the 
beetle ever since. With the wedge 
and the beetle acting in harmony, the 
erack in the saloon regulations is al- 

ready apparent. | 

The boxes, driven out by the old 
Board of Police Commissioners, are 
coming in again, with all their op- 
portunities for debauchery and ruin, 
and this is only a beginning. The 
word has been “passed down the line“ 
that the new administration is to be 
“liberal” in its attitude to the sa- 
loons, and everybody knows what that 
means. The proprietors of the lowest 
resorts know they have nothing to fear, 
and by degrees will grow bolder and 
bolder. They are too shrewd to break 
out in too many directions at once, 
but a little at a time the floodgates of 
lee are to be opened. 

Before election, Mr. Snyder was 
emphatic in his denials that he had 
made any trade with the saloon men 
or was under any obligations to them. 
In his inaugural message he was not 
so emphatic on the question. He was 
deliberately meaningless and wishy- 
washy. Neither his denials nor his 


evasions, however, are of any sort of | 


consequence. The sound of the ham- 
mers restoring the boxes, on the very 


day of his inauguration, spoke. more 


plainly than words. We wonder H 
they spoke explicitly enough for some 
people who seemed to think Candi- 
date Snyder was a much-abused man? 

As to what has come to pass, The 
Times will not say “We told you so.” 
Mr. Snyder is telling folks so. The 
saloon men are telling folks so. The 
hammers putting up the boxes are tell- 
ing folks so. The whole course of 
events since the municipal election 
has “told you so.” And the informa- 
tion will come in larger chunks as 
the saloon interests drive in the will- 
ing wedge further and further. 

Deluded voters who cast their bal- 
lots for Snyder in the belief that he 
told the truth when he denied that 
he was the saloon candidate, will soon 
find out that they deserve to be 
brayed in a mortar. 


Gov. Gage, in his message, heaves a 
large and odoriferous bouquet at our 
legislative solons, in terms as follows: 

“My confidence in the integrity of 
the representatives selected by the 
people is such that I have never har- 
bored a fear that any of the splendid 
representative bodies of whate 
party we have met at this 
would consciously tolerate 
against the people of the State.” 

It is much to be deplored that this 


too fulsome tribute is not altogether | 
justified by facts. Some of the ‘spien- 


did representative bodies” which have 


assembled at Sacramento have come | 


perilously near perpetrating “wrongs 
against the State’—as, for example, 
when the elevation of Dan Burns to 
the honor of a United States Senator- 
ship was a menacing possibility. The 
Gevernor’s bouquet is in the nature of 
cabbeges and caulifiower. 


Every good citizen, to whatever polit- 
ical party he may acknowledge alle- 
glance, can heartily indorse the views 
of Gov. Gage as expressed in the fol- 
lowing extract from his message: 

“The subordination of self to public 
obligation is the first duty of the legis- 
lator. Good laws are the forceful ex- 
pressions of the public will. To recog- 
nize the equity of the law and to so 
frame its provisions as to be adapted to 
the general welfare, the legislator 
should advise himself of the dominant 
sense of public right. When the in- 
dividual conscience of the legisiator 
harmonizes with the public consctence, 
the unfoldment of law js both easy and 
reasonable, and the legislation ts com- 
mensurate with the public good and 
public demands.” 


All that the Governor says in his 
message relative to the desirability and 
necessity for economy in legislative ap- 
propriations will be heartily :mdorscd 


by public-spirited citizens ‘throughout | 
the State. The tendency toward exces- 


sive expenditure of the people's money 
ig one of the numerous besetting sins 
of the average Legislature. If the 
timely admonition of the Governor 
shall serve to curb this tendency in the 
present Legislature, the Governor will 
have scored a distinct and notable vic- 
tory. The case is almost hopeless, how- 
ever, with an Assembly capable of 
starting out in its legisiative career in 
the manner witnessed at Sacramento 
the other day. 


Gov. Cage, in his message to the Leg- 
islature. hints at the desirability of 
some sort of censorship of th: press. 
Any measure of the kind suggested by 
the Governor would be of very doubtful 
utility. The common sense of the 
American people may safely be trusted 
to discriminate between the false and 
the true. The censorship of calm public 
opinion is all the censorship that is 
needed in this land of freedom and en- 
lightenment to condemn the obliquittes 
of the putrid press.
